Charles 
Lamb, the es- 
sayist who is 
best remem- 
bered for his 
dissertation on 
roast pig, 
not care for 
Scotsmen. He 
once said of 
them, in ex- 
plaining his 
despair at try- 
ing to like 
them: 
“Ts he orthodox—he has no 
doubts. Is he an infidel—he has 
none either. Between the affirma- 
tive and the negative there is no 
borderland with him. His taste 
never fluctuates. His morality 
never abates. He cannot com- 
promise, or understand middle 
actions. There can be but a right 
and a wrong.” 


It was Edward I, calftd “Old 
Longshanks,” who took from 
Scotland Jacob’s Pillow, “The 
Stone of Scone” in the year 1296. 
It had then been in use for more 
than 400 years for the coronation 
of Scottish kings. 


The Scots thought this was das- 
tardly and wrong of Edward, and 
since that time they have 
dreamed of having it back in 
_ Scotland, to soothe the ghosts of 
Bruce and Wallace. They now 
have taken it, according to the 
best thought in Britain, in the 
best tradition of Scottish stub- 
bornness, from Westminster Ab- 
bey itself. 


Jacob 


The Bible relates that Jacob 
was originally a sorry sort of fel- 
low. He was a supplanter and a 
deceivet and he drove a hard, 
bargain at the expense of his own 
brother. It must be remembered 
that Esau did not offer to sell 
his birthright. He asked a favor 
of his brother, Jacob, saying he 
was hungry and wanted some 

~food. Jacob saw before him not 
his brother, but a weak man 
from whom he might obtain what 
did not rightfully belong to him. 
He also deceived Isaac in order to 
have his blessing. It was only in 
his later years he earned the po- 
sition for which he is best re- 
membered. 


In these years he went into 
Egypt (Genesis 28:10-22) from 
Beersheba. “And he lighted upon 
a certain piace, and tarried there 
the night because the sun was 
set: and he took of the stones of 
that place; and put them for his 
pillows, anc lay down to sleep.” 


There he had the vision of the 
ladder coming down from Heaven. 

“And Jacob /took the stone 
that he had put for his pillows 
and set it up for a pillar, and 
poured oil upon the top of it... 
and called the place Beth-el 
(House of God). And this stone, 
which I have set for a pillar, 
shall be. God’s house... .” 

Legend has it the stone was re- 
moved to Sicily, to Spain, to Ire- 
land and thence to the Cathedral 
of Scone. 


Legend 


Geologists, who do not care for 
legends, say the stone is but a 
piece of sandstone from the west 

_ coast of Scotland, where such 
stone abounds, placed in the 
monastery to bring pilgrims 
there. Obvicusly, they say, Jacob 
could not have put his head on a 
pillow weighing more than 300 
pounds. But legends are stronger 
than science, as many a king, par- 
liamentarian and congressman 
has learned. And so, for cen- 
turies, Scottish kings were 
crowned standing on “God’s 
House.” 

Edward I, son of Henry III, 
was early projected by his father 
into war and strife by being 
made ruler of Ireland and Wales. 
He put down rebellions there, 
supjorted by the Scots, and in 
1268 went off ‘with the Crusad- 
ers to Palestine. He was a tough, 
brave fighter and landed at 
Acre, but was driven out. His 
father died while he was away, 
but he did not hurry home. He 
arrived in England in 1272 and 
after his coronation set out to 
subdue Wales. This required 10 
bloody years. He next began the 
conquest of Scotland, first divid- 
ing two claimants to the Scot- 
tish crown, but at last going to 
war with fire and sword in one 
of the most ruthless and cruel 
campaigns of history. It was 
then he carried away from the 
Cathedrai the famed “Stone of 
Destiny.”

Jap Pact Due, 
Reds Warned -

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—The 
United States Government served 
notice Thursday that it might, if 
necessary, go ahead with other na- 
tions, and without Russia, to make 
a peace treaty with Japan. 
This was the substance of a 
note handed Thursday afternoon 
in New York to Jacob Malik. of 
the Soviet delegation to the United 
Nations and made public here at 
the State Department. 
The note made it plain the 
United States, because “irrespon- 
sible militarism has not yet been 
driven from the world,” felt the 
Japanese, in any treaty, should 
have the right to prepare for self- 
defense with the aid of a continued 
stationing in Japan of “troops of 
the United States and other na- 
tions.” 
It made clear also the United 
States considered that whatever 
ultimately was done about For- 
mosa and other territories was for 
the decision of the United Nations, 


over any other international 


agreement.” 

The effect of this was to state 
that while big power agreements 
made during the late war spoke 
of returning Formosa to China, 
this did not mean necessarily the 
new Communist regime in China, 
which overthrew the regime then 
existing. :

An Atlantan convicted a year 
ago of cruelty to his stepdaughter 
was being held without bond ear- 
ly Friday in City Jail after the 
four-year-old girl was found dead 
in bed Thursday. 

An autopsy ordered by a Fulton 
County Coroner’s Jury reported 
the death of Sandra Dianne Peeler 
was due to “multiple injuries,” 
Lt. M. M. Coppenger said. He 
added that this evidence conflicts 
with a statement by the step- 
father, 23-year-old Thomas M. 
Cash, that he slipped on a wet 
floor and fell on the child. 

Physicians also found that peri- 
tonitis had set in from the in- 
juries, Coppenger declared. -He 
said medical opinion was that the 
injuries were inflicted sometime 
before the fall, which Cash, a for- 
mer chemical company employee, 
said occurred at 3:30 p. m. 
Wednesday. 

A sister of the dead girl, Brenda 
Sue Peeler, five, is cenfined to 
Georgia Baptist Hospital with 
burns, Coppenger related. He said 
hospital attendants were told the 
burns were inflicted "when the 
child’s clothing caught fire from 
a heater, and added: 

“We want to look into the burn 
case before the coroner’s jury is 
reconvened.” 

Following the arrest of Cash in 
June, 1949, both children were 
placed in custody of their father,

Cash at that time was ordered 
held for Fulton Criminal Court by 
Judge W. W..

Hoover Held

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—Pres- 
ident Truman asserted that Her- 
bert Hoover is recommending 
nothing more than isolationism 
for the United States. 

The country is not going back 
to that, and of this everyone 
could be sure, Mr. Truman added 
at his press conference. 

Before the President had thus 
spoken of Mr. Hoover’s Dec. 20 
speech, the State Department’s 
principal Republican adviser, 
John Foster Dulles, had made it 
clear that he himself was not to 
be placed in the company of those 
who were attacking the former 
President. 

Dulles sharply rejected impli- 
cations, which had been given by 
the State Department itself, that 
an address he is to make Friday 
night in New York could be con- 
sidered a “reply” to Hoover. The 
fact of the business, Dulles assert- 
ed, was that he agreed with 
“much” that the former President 
had said. 

Pe on pager the nation 
elg ays ago, Re mended 
that the United States concen- 
trate on holding the Western 
Hemisphere and not “land an-« 
other man or another dollar” in 
Europe until the Europeans 
themselves have raised “such 
huge numbers as would erect a 
sure dam against the Red flood.” 


Asked Thursday for comment, 
President Truman replied that 
such a policy was nothing else but 
isolationism. He just wanted to 
say in connection with the Hoov- 
er address, he added, that the 
country is not going back to iso- 
lationism. 

To describe what would be the 
results if Hoover’s advice, were 
to be folowed, Mr. Truman said, 
would require of him a speech 
that would take all afternoon. 

“Is the White House mail run- 
ning for or against. Mr. Hoover’s 
ideas?” asked a reporter. 

The White House mail, Mr. Tru- 
man replied, was running for the 
President of the United States on 
that subject. 

President Truman’s comments, 
which were firm and incisive but 
not belligerent in tone, constituted 
the second denunciation of the 
Hoover plan that had been made

U.S. ‘Assets in Red China 
Seized by Red Regime 


Move Retaliates 
_ Against Sanctions

HONG KONG, Dec. 28—The 
Peiping Chinese Communist re- 
gime issued an official « decree; 
Thursday ordering the séizure of 
all American property and freez- 
ing all American public and _ pri- 
vate bank deposits in Red China 
as a stated -act of retaliation 
against the economic sanctions 
“applied by the United States.” 


Under provisions of the decree} 


promulgated by Premier Chou En- 
Lai, the American nationals re- 
maining in China will be able to 
draw on these accounts for living 
expenses only, with permission of 
the local authorities. 

The New China News Agency 
said the Finance and Economic 
Commission of the State Council 
would issue a separate order regu- 
lating the amounts that can be 
withdrawn for such purposes. 

There was no readily available 
estimate Thursday on the value of 
American property and assets af- 
fected by the seizure order. 

However, the order affects dip- 
lomatic, -missionary -and..commer=} 
‘cial property of considerable val- 
ue. This includes the impressive 
Embassy in Nanking, various Con- 
sulates and a large number of 
houses acquired under a surplus 
property agreement with the Chi- 
nese Nationalists. 

It also includes mission schools 
and universities, privately owned 
real estate, the installations of 
American oil companies and the 
holdings of two American-owned 
utilities in Shanghai—the power 
company, which is owned by the 
Electric Bond and Share Company 
through American and Foreign 
Power Company and the Shanghai 
Telephone Company. 

The Shanghai Power Company 
represents an estimated investment 
of $60,000,000 while.the book val- 
ue of the--Shanghai Telephone 
Company was reekoned at about 
$17,000,000 after the Communists 
captured Shanghai in May, 1949. 

According to the New China 
News Agency, Chou En-Lai’s order 
was issued in retaliation against 
the “economic. sanctions” an- 
nounced by the United States Dec. 
16. This was a reference to Wash- 
ington’s decision to freeze Red 
China’s assets in the United States 
and prohibit American ships from 
calling at ports on the China main- 
land.

Brownlow and Arthur Sweetser 
called at the White House to no- 
tify Mr. Truman of the award.

It never worked. Their money was as good as anybody’s, but 
they created no wild rush of the talented kids to High Point. Finally, 
they resorted to the last desperate blow. They fired the coach, or 
allowed him to resign, and called in another. 

The new coach was of good blood, a noble fellow, kind to his 
mother and flew his own plane. But he couldn’t get the heavily- 
scholarshipped High Point team off the ground. His record was 
worse than the man he succeeded. 

This proved it wasn’t the money and it* wasn’t the coach. 
That left only one thing—football. They fired football in De- 
cember, at which time fiscal revelations were made. 

High Point had poured $80,000 into football since the war and 
lost it all. That’s a lot of money, almost a ridiculous sum for a small 
school whose people had given up the game twice before as a futile 
operation. It probably wouldn’t have made too much difference if 
the team had been a winner, for I know of winning colleges in the 
smaller circle whose money-handlers claim they manage to stay just 
one jump ahead of the red ink. 


Miracles Are Far Apart 


Occasionally you'll come up with a miracle like College of 
Pacific, which kept knocking at the door until it made football pay 
off, but required Amos Alonzo Stagg and a war. 

Football must become pure in heart on the little campus, not 
necessarily like Johns Hopkins, where no admission is charged 
at the gate, rather on the player end. So what if a minor league 
college does round up a set of championship troops? Chances are 
the stadium isn’t big enough to handle more than 4,000 or 5,000, 
about what the big schools require for ushering on Homecoming 
Day. The second-run school must fill those stands steadily for 
years to get the nut for a stadium that might put it in business, 
after which it might pay off the debt by the time the presidency 
has changed hands several times. 

All the school gets for its outlay is defense of its honor, and that 
ean be defended ever so much less painfully on the basketball floor. 
That’s what High Point will do now, go into the basketball business 
with redoubled effort. 

It makes sense, for the small college can stand up and slug 
it out with the big fellow in basketball. The overhead is so slight 
by comparison. Five to 10 scholarshins will do here where 30 
to 40 are necessary to keep football talent on the hoof. None of 
that platoon stuff. No punting and extra point specialists. Five 
men can go the distance. Out with the eight-or 10-man coaching 
staff. Two men can do the job. ~ 

It’s good business for the small college, involves, no investment 
in a stadium which would be used at most five to 10 times a year. 
Instead, the money goes into a gymnasium, a year-round student 
body necessity, anyway. !

The Herald-Tribune said the 
formation of the new group is to 
be announced formally about Jan.

Harvard won only one game of 
nine during each of the 1949 and 
1950 grid sedsons. In 1949 the 
Crimson beat only Holy Cross; in 
1950 only Brown. 

Whitney’s active connection 
with Harvard football, the 
Herald-Tribune said, can be 
traced back to the early 1930's 
“when he was largely respon- 
sible for the appointment of 
Dick Harlow as Crimson coach. 
It is understood that James 
Conant, President of Harvard, 
has frequently relied on Whit- 
ney’s advice on football matters 
in the past.”

suspension of six colleges or 
universities for noncom- 
pliance with the sanity code 
and four others are liable to 
the same penalty at the asso- 
ciation’s January convention, 
Association President Hugh C, 
Willett said Thursday. . 


Prof. Willett, of the University 
of Southern California, refused 
to name the 10 schools involved. 
He said the NCAA council of 
17 members last August at a Chi- 
cago meeting received recommen- 
dations for action against 11 
members of the association from 
the constitutional ‘compliance 
committee. 


The Council decided not to 
recommend disciplinary action 
in one case until further study. 
Of the remaining 10, four are 
expected to have their houses 
in-order by the time the con- 
vention meets. Jan. 8 in Dallas, 
Texas. 

“The Council voted to recom- 
mend to the convention that the 
membership of the six remaining 
institutions be suspended until the 
constitutional compliance com- 
mittee certifies that they are in 
compliance,” Prof. Willett said. 

_ He pointed out that suspension 
is not as strong a penalty as the 
expulsion which was _  recom- 
mended for six institutions last 
year for failure to comply with 
the Sanity Code and which failed 
for lack of the required two-thirds 
vote. He refused to say whether 
the six now being recommended 
for suspension include any or all 
of the six recommended for ex- 
pulsion last year. 

Four of those schools were 
Villanova, the University of Vir- 
ginia, Virginia Military Institute, 
and Virginia Polytechnic Insti- 
tute. They were given a year of 
grace in which to correct their 
variances from the code. 

Schools suspended from the 
NCAA ‘would not be eligible to 
enter events of the association 
or vote on association matters, 
and other NCAA members 
could not schedule events with 
them. However, schedules al- 
ready under contract could be 
carried out. 

He said suspensions probably 
would be lifted promptly after 
compliance with the Sanity Code 
was certified.

Georgia is moving toward a sales tax 
and, in the light of demands upon the 
State for public services, there is no other 
answer. 

But some of those behind it are produc- 
ing a most unwholesome result and are 
grossly deceiving the people by making 
what is basically an anti-Negro campaign 
of the sales tax measure which is to go 
before the Legislature in early January. 
“A sales tax,” they say, “is the only way 
to collect taxes from Negroes.” 

Another approach is that “Negroes are 
334% percent of the State’s population and 
pay only three percent of the taxes.” 

As for the first, it would be true if it 
said, “The sales tax is the best way to get 


at those, white or colored, who pay little or 


no property tax.” 

As for the second, it is utterly false. 

The State collects on real estate at the 
rate of five mills. Therefore, of the ap- 
proximately $150,000,000 collected by the 
State of Georgia in taxes, only $5,000,000 
comes from the ad valorem real estate tax. 
Of that the Negroes pay about three 
percent. 

But, obviously, since the real taxes 
come from cigarettes, gasoline, whiskey, 
wine and beer, all the people of Georgia 
are paying them and, equally obviously, 
the poorer persons, colored and white, are 
bearing a good part of this tax burden. 

To try to palm off on the people of 
Georgia a false picture and at ‘the same 
time to create more racial feeling when 
we already have as much as we can say 
grace over, is not fair to the State, nor to 
the sales tax itself. It is a necessary tax, 
not a popular one, and it does fall heaviest 
on those who have to spend most, or all, 
of their income for rent, food. and clothes. 


Georgia Can 


Train More Doctors 


One of the reasons the Legislature ought 
to act favorably on a proposal to build a 
State General Hospital, to be operated in 
conjunction with the Medical College at 
Augusta, is that medical schools over the 
country are graduating fewer physicians 
now in ratio to population than they were 
40 years ago. 


In 1910 medical schools graduated one 
physician for every 20,000 people.‘ Today 
the ratio is one new doctor for every 27,000 
people. 

A new hospital of the type proposed 
appears to be the only answer to increas- 
ing thé capacity of the Georgia Medical 
School. Eighty doctors are graduated 
there each year now. This is barely 
enough to replace those who die, retire or 
move away from the State. A minimum 
of 100 graduates a year is needed to pro- 
vide adequate medical attention. 

Present facilities are inadequate for 
training that many. The VA is expected 
to activate Oliver General Hospital in the 
Spring and will co-operate with the Medi- 
cal College as did the Army. But only 
about half the 450 beds will be for gen- 
eral patients, the remainder being for TB 
patients. More general beds are needed 


if the Medical School is to increase its 


capacity. 

Whether war conditions will permit 
construction of such a hospital in coming 
months no one’ now can say. However, 
the armed forces need doctors badly and

widest, lowest appearing motor car probably ever built. 


ne eee mr Studebaker, coming. Coming, it resembles somewhat a baby Nash, going. It has 
six tail lights, three on each side. It’s got bashful headlights that go into hiding ip the daytime. It 


stands 36 inches tall; it could slide easily under my henhouse. 


This automobile of the new day is 


called Le Sabre and if my dispatch should seem to sound bitter, that’s because I am a frustrated 


' Man. 
_ For years now I have been urging those de- 
signers in Michigan to come up with a Model A, 
such as I owned in 1930. They reply ‘with Le 
Sabres. The management says the styling of this 
car embodies (management's language) the dra- 
matic, sweeping lines of a jet aircraft. 


Fellows, that’s what I keep telling you. 
I don’t want to swoop down the road to Mc- 
Clean, Va., in a jet, or even a flying saucer. 
All I want is a sedan that will start on cold 
mornings and that I can see out of there- 
after. 


This Le Sabre has two tanks in its rear foils. 
One of these is for gasoline; the other for alcohol. 
You start it on gas; then you inject the alcohol. 
This is all right with me. Just soit starts. And 
‘I’d feel better about it if there were a crank 
in front, in case the battery went low. 

General Motors’ new car isn’t for sale, but 
the proprietors say they probably will use some 
of its more advanced features in commercial 
‘autos of the future. One of these is a sensi-

‘arguing with the finance company, it starts to 
rain. Do not worry. When the first rain drops 
hit that seat, a relay switch clicks and the top 
goes up. So do the windows. That is not all 
about those seats. 


They have electric blankets built in. Sit on 
one and a gentle warmth immediately envelops 
your derriere. Get a flat tire, touch a button and 
an automatic jack lifts the wheel.

I rode once in a German-made Horsch 
sedan that was built back in 1936 and it had 
push buttons in case of punctures.

Contest for Power Under Way 


| WASHINGTON—There is beginning here already the same sort of contest 
for power in the defense mobilization program that we saw in the setup preliminary 


to Pearl Harbor and during World War II. 
financial management, on one hand, and labor, on the other. 


It is, broadly, between industrial and 
It ramifies also into 


politics, since each interest and _ its political champions are constantly active in 


trying to influence government because of a stake in economic policies. 


This 


conflict is posed graphically in two incidents. One was the speech last weekend by George Meany, 
secretary-treasurer of the American Federation of Labor, demanding for labor an equal voice with 
industry and agriculture at the policy-making and decision levels in the mobilization program. 


Thus far labor has not received such recog- 
nition, he declared. He merely re-emphasized 
what other labor leaders recently have de- 
manded. 

The other was a paragraph in the “‘Washing- 
ton Outlook” section of Business Week maga- 
zine with advice for business, as follows: 


“Staffing the mobilization agencies will 
be tough, even with Wilson at the helm. 
Businessmen are busy, find it inconvenient 
to take government posts. Yet their stake 
in who runs the controls is tremendous. If 
controls are run by businessmen, they will 
be ended when the need disappears. But if 
they get firmly into the hands of the bureauc- 
racy, they may never be dropped.” ‘ 


Business, especially big business, has indeed 
a man of its own at the helm at the eutset in 
Charles E. Wilson, former president of General 
Electric. In him, as mobilization director, has 
been concentrated over-al] authority over pro- 
duction, wage and price policy, manpower, pro- 
curement and transportation. This is far more 
authority than was imposed in one man in World 
War II when power was diffused among several 
individuals, often to the point of confusion. 

Mr. Wilson is, in effect, a sort of economic 
president of the United States. His influence is 
magnifie! because he knows his way around 
Washington from experience here in the last 
War as vice chairman of the War Production 
Board. | 
His selection was apt and natural because 
he has the sort of abili#y that is needed in the 


job ahead, which is organizing production. Labor . 


has no one so equipped and, in fact, does not 
quarrel with this appointment. Mr. Wilson is 
broad-gauged. Wht labor wants is actual mem- 
' bership on various top-level agencies, so that it 
can have a real voice in policies. It is not con- 
tent with merely advisory and consultative 
functions. " 

The whole future shape of the economy can 
be affected by policies adopted in an emergency 


concern now is intensified because of the strong 
influence labor has with this administration, 
much more in a practical way than it had with 
the Roosevelt administration before and during 
World War II. Conservative political interests 
share business’ qualms, as manifest by com- 
plaints in Congress. ' 


On its part, labor is likewise worried that 
business managers, exercising great author- 
ity close in Government’s inner councils, 
may lay down policies detrimental te work- 
ers, relative to wages, prices and the like, 
which may become fixed and so carried over 


into the peacetime economy, whenever we | 


may see that again. e¢ 


Business certainly was dominant in man- 
agement of the last war, and some of labor’s fears 
arise from that expersience. 
Government then, championing labor, frequently 
lost but in policy conflicts with business man- 
agers in Government. They became champions 
also of small business which found itself dis- 
criminated against in contracts. 


Here they generally were unsuccessful, too. 
For big business controlled the bulk of con- 
tracts, expanded, and after the war increased its 
holdings still further by buying war.plants at 
bargain rates. The attempt to dispose ef these 
on.a broader basis to small business and new busi- 


ness was defeated. As a consequence the trend- 


toward. concentration. and. monopoly . increased.

= # ‘LOUISVILLE, Ky.—I had never seen Charo- 
sae 4 laise (pronounced Char-lay by the local people) 
° cattle until a recent visjt to South Florida, but 
they are well worth seeing.. Joe Adams, of Indiantown, owned 
one of these bulls and so did the U. S. Sugar Corporation. They 


weighed about 1,900 to 2,000 pounds, one of them being three . 


years old and the other about four. They are great hunks of meat. 
And they have the faculty of adding great hunks of meat to 
their offspring. 2 


The Charolaise bulls were brought to Florida for crossing with 
Brahman females. ‘ 


Asset The Brahman can withstand the heat of South Florida 
and this is a considerable asset. They gain weight much 

aster under these conditions than the other breeds. On the other 
hand, they have weak hind-quarters and are thin in other spots, 
e Charolaise seems to have the qualifications necessary to round 
out the thin spots of the Brahmans, particularly the hind-quarters. 


Joe Adams’ Brahmans hadn’t brought any calves from the 
Charolaise bull at the time I visited his ranch, but the sugar 
corporation had a number of these “Char-bray” (Charolaise crossed 
with Brahman) calves and they looked good. -One Charbray bull 
was about as well rounded an animal as I have ever. seen for 16 
months of age. 


Even more interesting were the crosses resulting from the 
Charbray bulls with the grade Angus and Hereford females. The 
sugar corporation had crossed its registered Hereford and Angus 
females with Brahman bulls (in order to introduce sweat glands 
into the resulting calves) and it had then crossed a number of 
these offspring (Bra-ford and Bran-gus) with the Charbray bulls. 


Better. The result seemed to be an improvement. over the Bran- 
gus and the Braford. The calves were cream colored 
and displayed great vigor. Sid Crochet, manager of the sugar 
corporation cattle ranch, was enthusiastic over the results. Inci- 
dentally, the Charolaise and the Charbray have the ability to 
remove the Brahman hump from the back of the offspring. 


Observing the improvement in weight and conformation the 
Charbray produced in grade cattle, I naturally inquired into the 
possibilities of using the Charbray bull on dairy-type crossés such 
as many farmers (including myself) use for brood cows. Such facts 
as were available indicated that the Charbray might be quite valu- 
able in crossing with dairy-type animals where beef-type calves 
are desired.

looking forward to seeing, but would cheerfully change places with. 


Sen. Margaret Chase Smith, “The Lady from 
Maine” and a ranking Republican, will be in 
Atlanta next Saturday, Jan. 6,:to make a speech 
at the Municipal Auditorium, under the sponsor- 
ship of the Atlanta Business and Professional 
Women’s Club. 


Senator Smith had the way paved to the 
U. S. Senate for her by a Georgian—Mrs. 
Rebecca Felton, who in 1922 became the 
nation’s first woman Senator. But in every 
other detail she has made the way for her- 
self in a manner that has made her one of 
the country’s most respected legislators. 


Her “Declaration of Conscience” last June 
wherein she castigated her fellow Republicans 
for tolerating McCarthyism got her mentioned 
as a candidate for vice president to run with 
Gen. Eisenhower. (That, of course, before his 
latest assignment in Europe.) Up until that 
speech in which she declared, “The American 
people are sick and tired of seeing innocent people 
smeared and guilty people whitewashed,” the 
trim, gray-haired little lady from Maine was de- 
scribed merely as “ladylike, unspectacular, and 
downright inconspicuous.” But since then her 
fellow countrymen have reared back and taken 
a good look at Senator Smith and come up with 
the opinion that the country could—in fact, has 
—done worse in vice presidents. 


From all accounts the lady Senator is well 
worth looking it. Not because she is particularly 
handsome. (Washington sources say her groom- 
ing and femininity are responsible for creating 
an illusion of beauty about the 52-year-old, five- 
foot-four lawmaker.) But she is undeniably smart, 
hard-working, honest and persistent. Born in 
Skowhegan, Maine, the eldest of the town bar- 
ber’s six children, she completed her formal edu- 
cation with a commercial: course in high school 
and promptly went to work in a dime store, pro- 


gressing to such jobs as telephone ‘operator, 
country schoolteacher, circulation manager of a 


‘newspaper and office manager of a woolen mill. 


She did not marry until she was 32 years old. 
Her husband, 53-year-old Clyde H. Smith, town 
selectman, ran for Congress shortly after their 
marriage and was elected. He served three years 
before his death and his widow was returned to 
Washington to fill his unexpired term. She was 
re-elected for five terms and then went to the 
Senate, first woman to serve in both houses. 


In the Senate, Mrs. Smith has won a great 
many_small courtesies never extended any other 
woman. She has made gradual inroads into what 
used to be called the country’s “most exclusive 
men’s club.” She became known as “Mother of 
the Waves” and “Friend of the Reserves” be- 
cause of legislation affecting these branches of 
the service. When her masculine colleagues, de- 
bating the Wave bill, roared their opposition to 
sending tender, fragile women abroad to serve 
during the war, Senator Smith didn’t have to 
make a speech. She silenced them with one sen- 
tence: “Well, then, we'd better bring all the 
nurses home.” 


But even more than for her good works, 
the lady Senator is perhaps remembered best 
for the extemporanecous nifty she pulled on 
the radio one night. A quiz master began by 
saying jovially, “I know you don’t want to 
be President, Senator Smith, but suppose you 
wake up some morning and find yourself in 
the White House. What would you do?” 


Senator Smith is widely quoted as having 
replied in her pleasant down-East twang, “Well, 
I’d go straight to Mrs. Truman and apologize and 
then I’d go home.”

Take Drugs 


To Sleep Only 


As Preseribed 


*The class of drugs called bar- 

biturates includes numerous de- 
rivatives of barbituric acid, 
marketed under fancy. 
names such as seconal, alurate, 
amytal barbital, phenobarbital, 
neonal, pentothal sodium, dial, 
ipral calcium, nostal, nembutal, 
luminal, medinal, veronal, _al- 
lonal and others. 

All of these barbiturates are 
sedative,- hypnotic, anodyne 
(pain-relieving) and antispas- 
modic. 


There is grave danger in 
any instance that a person 
taking such a drug te produce 
sleep may get up, in a half- 
waking state and without 
quite realizing what he is do- 
ing, take more or maybe too 
much, to make sure of sleep- 
ing, and never awaken. 


For this reason alone only the 
dose prescribed by the physician 
should be available. Like such 
poisons as carbolic acid (phe- 
nol), strychnine (ofter présent 
in pretty, coated tablets or 
pills), arsenic and lye, barbitu- 
rates should never be kept in 
the house after the occasion for 
which it was prescribed is over. 

I believe one suffets less 
harm from hour after hour of 
sleeplessness than from a dose 
of a hypnotic drug. The ill ef- 
fects of loss of sleep last for less 
than 24 hours. The ill effects of 
a dose of a barbiturate last for 
from 24 hours to five days—it 
takes up to five days to elimi- 
nate all of the drug in an or- 
dinary dose. 

Anyway, fear of the effects of 
insomnia is more damaging to 
health than the insomnia if. 


Remaining awake because 
you are not sleepy is quite 
different from resisting the 
natural desire to sleep. If 
you are not sleepy when you 
zo to bed tonight it is be- 
cause you do not need so 
much  sleep—and tomorrow 
night perhaps you'll sleep 
better. If you remain awake 
when you need sleep and feel 
sleepy, you lose something 
you'll never make up for. 


Common signs of chronic poi- 
soning (habituation to barbi- 
turate) are lack of appetite, 
headache, weakness, mental pe- 
culiarities, disturbances of vi- 
sion, loss of memory, vague 
heart symptoms, vertigo, ane- 
mia. 

Acute poisoning, whether the 


. “overdose” is taken intentional- 


ly or while judgment is ob- 
tunded by the drug, is charac- 
terized by coma with reflexes 
present but weak, pupils con- 
stricted as in opium or mor- 
phine poisoning, rapid pulse 
unlike the slow pulse of opium 
or morphine or heroin- poison- 
ing,. fall in blood | pressuré; 
moist skin unlike the dry skin 
of opium poisoning, cyanosis 
(blueness of skin, nails, lips) 
and subnormal temperature.

Out at 722 Sherwood Rd., there is a project under way known 


as the Kollock Five-Year Plan. 


Going into its second year of 


production, the Plan was the dream of pretty Anne Kollock, third-

Rib Roast of Beef Dish 
Traditional at New Year 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
An especially fine dinner on New Year’s Day helps to start the 


year right. 


A luscious, juicy rib roast of beef is traditional meat 


and one of the most stately of all roasts. 


It’s up to you to do justice to 
the roast by cooking it perfectly. 
' Even the choicest cut cannot be 
at its best unless it is cooked 
correctly. 


So your carver can do the 
finest job at the dinner table, 
ask your market man to loosen 
the chine bone when buying 
the roast. Just before you take 
the tender beef to the table, 
completely remove the back- 
bone. Another hint: allow the 
roast to “set” for 20 to 30 min- 
utes following roasting for 
greater ease in carving. 


Do you remember when meat 
cooking instructions read to 
“gear” a roast in order to hold in 
the meat juices? No longer are 
rib roasts—or any meats—sear- 
ed. Searing, this short period of 
high temperature, actually in- 
creased cooking losses. Now we 
know that a roast must be 
_ cooked at a constant low tem- 
perature. For roasting beef, set 


_~ oven regulator at 325 degrees. 
_ Place the roast fat side up in 


an open roasting pan. Do not 
add water. 

So you’ll know exactly when 
the beef has reached the degree 
of doneness you. want,.be sure 
to use a roast meat thermometer. 
Thé thermometer is inserted in 
the thickest section of the roast 
before the meat is put into the 
oven. Make sure that the bulb 
of the thermometer neither rests 
in fat nor on bone. When the 
thermometer reaches 140 de- 
grees beef is rare; 160 degrees 
medium and 170 degrees well 
done. You’ll need to allow about 
22 to 26 minutes to the pound 
for rare meat, as long as 35 
minutes to the pound for well 
done beef. A rolled roast takes 
from 5 to 10 minutes per pound 
longer. 


In merry old England, 
Yorkshire puddings is the tra- 
ditional roast beef accompani- 
ment. This “pudding” is really 
bread and is eaten as such. 


Season beef with salt and pep- 
per at any time during roasting. 
About 40 minutes before the end 
of the roasting time, turn oven 
temperature up to 375, put the 
Yorkshire pudding right into the 
drippings. If there is a lot of fat 
— the drippings, pour some off 

irst.

. FRANKFURT, Germany, Dec. 
28—(P)—West Germany, a key 
source of supplies for European 
defense, will be forced to slash 
production soon because of a criti- 
cal shortage of raw materials, a 
high American official said Thurs- 


day. 

Jean Cattier, ECA chief in West 
Germany, also said American and 
German officials are discussing 
possible curbs on Civilian con- 
sumption of non-essential goods 
to meet defense needs. 

“The German Government will 
soon be faced with the necessity 
of allocating raw materials,” he 
added. “Demands for raw mate- 
rials will be greater than the avail- 
able supply.” 

The effect of the shortage will 
be to hold back—temporarily at 
least—the mobilization of Ger- 
man industry. Allied and Ger- 
man officials are now negotiating 
on what West Germany can con- 
tribute in men and materials to 
Western defense. 

Cattier said in an interview the 
vast Ruhr faces production cuts 
during the next three months, due 
primarily to a coal shortage. 

The Ruhr—powerhouse of Hit-

The milky way is the star sys- 
tem to which earth belongs, a 
cartwheel of hundreds of millions 
of stars. Astronomers call such a 
system a galaxy, and the new esti- 
mate of creation is in the number 
of separate galaxies, or milky 
ways. 

The number reported in this 
new appraisal of the size of the 
universe is two hundred billion. 
The space through which these 
star galaxies are scattered is so 
immense that Mount Palomar’s 
new 200-inch telescope would 
reach only a small percent of the 
distance across. 

Mount Palomar, in California, is 
the world’s greatest telescope. It 
doubles the distance man pre- 
viously could see. It quadruples 
the volume of space he can ex- 
plore. Yet thus far there is no 
sign anywhere of a center in this 
galaxy-filled part of space, nor of 
any outer boundary. 

The new estimate of size was 
‘made by Dr. Harlow Shapley, di- 
rector of Harvard College Observ- 
atory. It is based on 18 years of 
photographing the galaxies within 
a distance of eighty million light 
years of earth. That is the distance 
light travels in eighty million 
years. i 

The Harvard photographic 
plates, Dr. Shapley said, probably 
contain one million galaxies. Stud- 


lead to the astonishing estimate of 
the size of creation. These photo- 
graphed galaxies are seen in only 
about half of the sky. The other 
half is obscured by dust and gas 
clouds in our own familiar milky 
way. 

Dr. Shapley said that in the! 
visible half of the sky the number 
of galaxies appears to be about 
one billion, out to the billion-light- 
year distance the Palomar tele- 
scope can see, He said there prob- 

ably is a second billion in the ob- 
scured half of the heavens. 

“The volume of a billion light 
radius,” he said, “still appears to 
be a small fraction of the galaxy- 
populated universe, and probably 
not over one percent of the galax- 
ies are in that volume. 

The estimates are based on the 
apparent uniformity of distribu- 


tion of the galaxies, of which he 
‘said:

They come in pairs, groups, clus- 
ters and larger aggregations, much 
as the human populations of the 
United States is unevenly distrib- 
uted, but averages 50 persons per 
square mile.” 

These studies, Dr. Shapley said, 
show the universe is still in a 
“youthful state.” The evidence for 
cosmic youth is the shape of the 
galaxies, which start with spiral, 
or pinwheel forms, and spread 
with age into spherical forms. 
|About half of them still are spiral.
